4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

This laboratory studies staphylococcal, streptococcal, and enterococcal factors that lead 
to production of toxic shock syndromes or endocarditis. Toxic shock syndromes by definition 
require hypotension/shock to be present for diagnosis, and thus, for our studies, we must 
allow progression to at least that point. The end point is failure of rabbits to 
exhibit escape behavior combined with inability to right themselves. This is particularly 
important to assess the protective ability of toxoid vaccines we have developed. At that 
time the animals are euthanized. 


5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be 
relieved. State methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress 
relief would interfere with test results.

There have been many publishe'd studies indicating pain relieving medications 
are in fact risk factors for development of toxic shock syndromes. Although the exact 
mechanism underlying the increased risk is unclear, there is evidence to suggest that 
the toxins have significant effects on the host nervous system, and thus may synergize 
with pain relieving medications. It is for this reason that we do not administer 
such medications in certain experiments.
